Madebli is compounded of two words; Made, 
the name of the head-man, and bli—place, 
(Made’s place.) It is situated on the west side of 
Mechlin river, about 20 miles from its junction 
with the St.John’s river at Edina. The site 
might be made a very pleasant one, and I think 
healthy, comparatively, by clearing away the 
grass and bushes. ‘The graceful and luxuriant 
palms, thickly scattcred around, and emiling in 
perpetual verdure, add much to the freshness and 
beauty ofthe scene. Madebli contains 55 dwel- 
ling-houses, and about 320 inhabitants. Sante 
Will is.a shrewd and intelligent man, about 45 or 
50 years of age. He has encouraged us more 
in our operations, than, perhaps, ull the rest of the 
natives together, 

9. Sabbath, After breakfast, we sent out to 
invite the natives into our house, to hear God's 
‘“!palaver,” (word.) ‘They were soon assembled 
in the house and around the door. Afier sing- 
ing and prayer, | spoke to them, through an in- 
terpreter, and described to them the creation, the 
fall, the sinful state of every man—their conse- 
quent exposedness to the wrath of God, the way 
of escape, &e. Afier a while some of the females 
went away laughing, but in general they gave 
good attention; and some were present who had 
never been there before. In the afternoon, a few 
came together again, when br. Crocker address- 
edthem. May the showers of heaven descend on 
the seed sown in much weakness, and cause it to 
spring up in an abundant harvest! Several per- 
sons brought articles of food to sell to-day ; but 
when they understood that it was Sabbath they 
left them, without any seeming regret, to return 
to-morrow to dispose of them. 

13. This morning Sante Will was anointing 
his grigri with palm oil, and talking to it; beg- 
ging it would let him, go; saying it had cursed 
him. Hebegged that no one might kill him, but 
that he might live long; that an old man who is 
sick, might not die; blasphemously saying to the 
grigri it was his God! Alas how these people are 
wedded to their superstitions! Surely, if they 
persist in these practices after they know better, 
that God “ who will not give his glory to another, 
nor his praise to graven images,” will not hold 
them guiltless.

from the other settlements. The natives have 
altogether a different appearance, both in features 
and dress, froin those whom I have been actus- 
tomed to see; the features are generally much 
smaller, the hair iong and formed into knotted 
flakes: I observed some whose skin and hair 
were a dark red. The Bassa language is not 
|spoken here generally. I understand they have 
.no schools nor religious services in the settlement 
jas yet, but the governor is endeavoring to obtain a 
‘teacher. ‘The scenery is very beautiful, especial- 
ly the entrance of Sinoo river, which forms a beau- 
uful and romantic bay, encircled on the right with 
high bluffs of conical rock, and deep ravines. 

26. Weartived at Cape Palmas, and found 
Capt. Lawlin, with whom we came out from 
America to Africa, two years ago. 

27. We breakfasted with Capt. Lawlin, on 
Lourd his vessel, which I still view with peculiar 
feelings, on account of the pleasant month I spent 
jon board of her.

‘healthy. Mr. W. has carried on the operations of 
the mission here on a pretty extensive scale, On 
account of some difference between the colonists 
and natives, their school has diminished of late. 
I had the pleasure of shaking hands with Mr. 
W’s interpreter, (a native,) as a Christian brother. 

In the evening br. Crocker and myself rode 
jout, (quite a new thing to usin Affica,) about 
three miles, to visit the Episcopal mission, and 
spent the night with Dr. Savage and the rest of 
the brethren there. The mission premises are 
built on a delightful eminence, and will, when the 
(brush around 1s cut down, command an extensive 
prospect. The missionaries here seem to enjoy 
good health on the whole, although I should not 
think the location so healthy, at present, as that 
of the Presbyterian mission. ‘The missionaries 
had about 25 native boys in their school ; but the 
number has been diminizhed by the same canse 
which has operated on the other school.

An elderly officer came lately to the Depot, and 
expressed himself in the following terms : “ Next 
to God, we Russians owe you many thanks for 
the tracts you are distributing among us. I can 
confidently testify that they have been the means | 
of preserving many ef our people from much 
vice. People who had never seen or cared for a 
Bible before, begin to read it now, especially the 
New Testament, and in consequence of a bless- 
ing on what they read, give up their sinful course 
of life. Ibeg you to continue your care of this 
land. The reward for your trouble you will re- 
ceive in heaven.” 

“ A gentleman lately called at the Depot to 
make a purchase, and taking up the “ Wonder- 
ful Advantages of Drunkenness,’ said, I am un- 
der great obligations to this little book. Former- 
ly my peasants were very unruly, idle, and given 
to drinking. Itried various means of reforming 
them, both kind encouragement and punishment, 
butall failed. A few months ago, to my great 
corofort, I noticed a great change for the better. 
I watched it with anxiety, fearing it would not 
iast; but finding that it seemed to be permanent, 
and that they were really improving, I made in- 
quiry and ascertained that some tracts had fallen 
into their hands, which they perused in the eve- 
nings, at first from curiosity. They read many 
things which surprised them, and led to a review 
of their former life , but one little book made a 
deeper impression than the others, and this was 
the Wonderful Advantages of Drinking.

I told himI only wanted two, 
but as it happened to be in one piece, he did not 
like to divide it, sol took the whole. Well, said 
I, as | have only brought money with me for two 
pounds, you must send to my lodgings for the re- 
mainder. To thig he consented after some re- 
luctance, and came himself. When going away, 
he according to the Russian custom, asked for 
‘drink money,’ for the trouble of coming after the 
money. I gave him instead of that, the tracts 
entitled ‘Sin no Trifle,’ and ‘the Liar is a Fool,’ 
and made him promise to read them both. Not 
long afier he returned, and brought back the mon- 
ey for the pound of butter, observing, I overchar- 
ged you for one pound because you did not watch 
me when weighingit. This, however, I cannot 
do now, after having read the tracts, therefore 
I acknowledge my guilt. 

A Nobleman’s reasons for desiring Tracts.— 
‘In October, 1837, a person of rank visited the 
Tract shop in St. Petersburg, with his lady, and 
in the course of conversation said, ‘1 have bought 
an estate, and the first thing I mean to attend to 
is, to have my peasants taught to read; for I 
have seen the ep effect produced by the read- 
ing of tracts on the estates of other noblemen.
